He 
considered the frequency of great strikes 
in the United States a serious matter, 
one which requires careiul study on the 
part of the people aud of congress.- ' 

“I think," no said, “that we In Aus¬ 
tralia are very much in ^dyance of your 
country in the matter "of dealing with 
industrial conditions. By tho terms of 
our arbitration law, great strikes are 
made practically impossible. Arbitra¬ 
tion is compulsory, and when disputes 
arise between employers and employed, 
both parties are required to jMfcinit the 
issue to a board of arbitration, which is 
under government control. A judge of 
the Supreme court is the head of the 
board, and two assessors are named to 
act with him, one appointed by each 
side. 

“A money deposit, sufficiently large to 
make both parties to the dispute uuwill¬ 
ing to forfeit it, ia required to be paid 
into the court before the arbitration be¬ 
gins. The deposits guarantee that both 
sides will abide b f the finding of the 
board. Since the enactment of this com¬ 
pulsory arbitration law strikes in New 
South Wales are unknown."
